Driving More Dangerous 
In Country Than in City 

Chicago — Choose up sides, for 
here's some ammunition in the age- 
old country-versus-city controversy. 

Driving a car is more than twice 
as dangerous in rural areas as in 
city areas, according to the 1949 
edition of the National Safety 
Council's statistical yearbook, "Ac- 
cident Facts." 

Of the 32,000 motor vehicle deaths 
in 1948, 21,500 occurred in rural 
areas and 10,500 in urban areas. The 
mileage death rate was 10.8 deaths 
per 100,000,000 vehicle miles in 
rural areas, and only 5.3 in urban 
areas. 

There were about twice as many 
urban pedestrian deaths as rural — 
6,200 compared with 3,050— but 
there were more than four times 
as many rural non-pedestrian motor 
vehicle deaths as urban— 17,850 
compared with 4,300.

Schmidt Bros., operators of the 
filling station on Main St., former- 
ly operated by Elmer Hunter have 
been out of gas much of the time, 
being able to get but limited 
amounts. 

The truck drivers are striking for 
$1.95 an hour and time and a half 
for work before 8 a. m. and after 
5 p. m. and hours beyond a 40-hour 
week. L \ 

Three bulk dealers in Lake coun- 
ty signed the contract but Local 
Teamsters union 301 refused to sign 
any more contracts until a general 
settlement is effected. This is ex- 
pected to take place this week. 

The strike affects Chicago and a 
40-mile area surrounding it. It was 
expected to extend to the Wiscon- 
sin state line, but stations south of 
the line to Illinois Rte. 173 had their 
supply of gasoline. The drain over 
the weekend was so great that 
some tanks were exhausted ' before 
a new supply could be received,- 

Lack of gasoline cut down some- 
what on the number- of people com- 
ing to the resorts in Lake county 
last weekend. On, the other hand 
some motorists drove from Chicago 
bringing 5-gallon cans to get a sup- 
ply for their weekly driving.

All pupils from third grade 
through eighth grade will register 
at Lake Villa School and will re- 
main there for the year. 

Every effort will be made to have 
■'the new addition to the Lake Villa 
School completed N by Sept. 1950, 
when all pupils can be housed in the 
one building. The Board of Educa- 
tion feels very fortunate in being 
able to secure the use of the two 
nice rooms at the Village hall for 
class room use this year. These 
rooms are being transformed into 
very satisfactory classrooms by in- 
creasing the lighting facilities and 
the addition of all necessary class- 
room equipment. 

Parents of those pupils who can 
not come home at noon for lunch 
are reminded to send lunches with 
their children on, Thursday and 
Fri„ Sept. 8 and 9th, as the hot 
lunch program will not start until 
Monday, Sept. 12.

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Economic Highlights • 

The celebration of Herbert Hoover's 75th birth- 
day was a remarkable event on several counts. When ( 
ho left the Presidency his public popularity was at a' 
low ebb, and many thought that he was bound for 
obscurity. But history has a way of confounding pro- 
phets, and that was true in Mr. Hoover's case. In the 
intervening years he has mellowed, grown in stature 
and influence, and earned the wide respect and ad- 
miration of the country as a whole. It is a notable 
fact that, among the flood of congratulatory messages 
sent him on the anniversary, there were many from 
men high in Democratic as well as Republican coun- 
cils. One of trie warmest, indeed, came from 'President 
Truman. 

In the birthday speech Mr, Hoover dwelt on 
the great problem of government spending, on the 
confiscation of resources through heavy taxation, on 
the danger of socialization by indirection, and on the 
loss of individual freedom that, in his opinion, would 
follow the creation of a welfare state in this country. 
He used conditions in England, with her grim au- 
sterity, as air example. 

Regardless of one's views as to government 
policy, no one can doubt that Mr. Hoover is a great 
authority on the administration and the fiscal affairs 
of the huge Federal establishment. The voluminous 
Hoover Commission reports, made under his direction 
and chairmanship, mark the first real effort to blue- 
print a detailed course for achieving greater economy 



and efficiency without sacrificing any essential gov- 
ernment function. 

When the reports — which go into every de- 
partment and branch and division and ramification 
of the government — first began to appear, even the 
people who favored them most strongly were doubt- 
ful if they would be placed into practical effect on 
any extensive scale because opposition immediately 
arose from bureaus affected. Now, the outlook is 
much' brighter. President Truman has ordered that a 
number of them — 20 or 25 per cent of the' whole — be 
adopted, and he is expected to order morei Congress 
is very seriously examining others. Outside of political 
circles, sentiment in favor of them seems overwhelm- 
ing. 

The drop in business and the heavy Federal 
deficit we arc expected to run this fiscal year have 
fi^ven great impetus to adopting the Hoover Commis- 
sion's comprehensive plans. If all of them arc even- 
tually accepted, the saving is forecast at $4,000,000,000 
— and, moreover, the government would be far more 
efficient, They stand out as a crowning work in a 
long life largely given to the public service.

Tack Carriers 

In the pioneer days of the Hud- 
son's Boy company in northern 
North America, men were paok 
carriers of distinction — at least 
by weight. The company's standard 
requirement for portage jobs, notes 
the National Geographic society, 
was the ability to travel 80 miles 
in four days, bearing a 90-pound 
pack, and food and sleeping equip- 
ment.
